ceiling and partition, the hinge of the door, and even a nail which 
fastened the head of a spade to its shaft was wrenched out, and 
| imbedded in the wall: it appeared, indeed, to have ramified like ‘ wild 
| fire,’ and attacked every thing in the shape of metallic matter, with a 
ferceness quite surprising.’

Carthagena, Sept. 21, 1830 

Dear Sir,—Much indted have I to say to you regarding the recent 
events in the capital; my previous letters, however, must have pre- 
pared you for a change, that the violent state of things rendered indis- 
pensible, It is notin the natural course of events that 4 mation : hould, 
for any great length of time, allow herself to be a victim to amimority, 
composed of a faction of the most worthless of her outcasts.

nourable men. The former made several useless efforts to restrain 
the Government in its course of licentiousness: alwa honest, 
frank advice, but was of eourse overruled: he merely consented to 
continue in office from respect to his relative the President; the weak 
ness of the latter rendered nugatory bis good intenfions—a guest in the 
house of the stock-jobber Arrublas, he became a mere agent of their 
will, Strange ay it may appear it was in the house of thi 
userer that the cabinet councils were held. Mosqnera himself, more 
fearful as he, both in writing and in conversation stated, for his 
existence than for his reputation, delivered himself, and the Republic 
entrusted to his charge, to the guidance of men in whose hand he 
avowedly did not consider his life in safety: strange inconsistency, un- 
pardonable criminality! In the course of these events he must merely 
be looked on in the light of a victim, an unwilling yet yielding instra- 
ment in the hands of an assassin faction, subject to the orders of Vi 
cente Aguero and Ignacio Marquez. Ihave thought fthis! digression 
necessary to enable you to understand the causes that led to the late 
disgracetul scenes; foun now reter you to a former part of the revo 
lution, to unravel to you still more the acts of iniquity committed by 
ihe Government. In the month of February of this year, the Govern- 
ment stationed in Rio de la Hacha the battalion of Boyaca, commanded 
by Col. Vargas, with an ulterior view to its forming part of the van 
guard of the army, that was to march against Maracaibo and the other 
revolted provinces of Venezuela. About the period that active opera 
tions were to have commenced, they were suc denly prevented by one 
of those acts of perfidy, treason, and insubordination, that in every 
eountry have merited universal execration. Col. Vargas seduced his 
battalion to join in his traitorou purpose, and, after having committed 
the greatest excesses and numerous robberies, plundering both British 
merchants and peaceable inhabitants, as the documents marked and 
enclosed will demonstrate to you—[ we do not give these document 
on account of their length }—basely deserted to the enemy After the 
capitulation of Gen. Marino with the division of Gen. Silva in th: 
month of June, in Cucuta, this battalion commenced its march on Bo 
gota. In Pocorro, and San Sil it joined the anarchists and partizans of 
the late administration in a rebellion against the authority of Mosq 
and the constitution of the year 1k30, which they burned in the pu 
¢quare; their object was to invest Vicente Aguero Marquez
